The state also encouraged the Department 
f Public Works to go ahead with a planned 

study of the hydrology of the Clark's Brook 
irea, which should determine the natural 
boundaries. That study is already under way, 
according to Bob McQuade, DPW director 
Culvert work completed 

The DPW went ahead at the end of Decem 
ber with emergency repairs to clear a cave-in 
at the Clark’s Brook culvert under Andover 
Street. 

The old stone culvert had partially col- 
lapsed and threatened to collapse the road- 
way, according to Mr. McQuade 

“We could have had a serious problen 
there,” he said. 

The brook water was also overflowing 
onto the Ballardvale playground and was 
threatening to flood the street, according to 
Mr, McQuade 

DPW crews tore up Andover Street and 
replaced a section of the culvert so that water 
could flow through to the Shawsheen River 

“We took the cap off and went back and 
rebuilt the culvert,” Mr. McQuade said. “We 
repaired those walls just under the street.” 

More repairs are needed to the culvert 
downstream from Andover Street where it 
passes under the playground, but the money 
required for those repairs will first have to be 
approved at Town Meeting, according to Mr 
McQuade 

“We just did a minimum repair now and 
we're coming up with a final design” to com- 
plete the project, Mr. McQuade said. “We'll 
be going to Town Meeting looking for money 
to replace most of that culvert.”

French students 
re-create fest 


The eighth-grade French classes at Doher 
ty Middle School began an introduction to 
Victor Hugo’s novel The Hunchback of Notre 
Dame Jan. 8. The novel opens in Paris on the 
Day of the Kings in 1482. To learn what this 
day is like, the students enjoyed a “Fete des 
Rois,” or Festival of the Kings. 

The festival marked the start of a three 
month interdisciplinary unit on 19th-century 
France. The students will examine this topic 
from the various disciplines of French lan 
guage and customs, history, art, music, sci 
ence, mathematics and health. 

According to French tradition, the revel 
ers are served a large cake (la galette) in 
which a bean (la feve) has been cooked. (In 
modern days, a one-inch plastic figure of a 
king has replaced the traditional bean in 
most celebrations.) 

The person who gets the bean in his/her 
piece of cake is crowned king or queen for 
the festivities and chooses a consort. They 
then rule the rest of the celebration 

The king and queen can tell people in 
their “court” to do silly things which must 
be done or a consequence results. Whenever 
the king or queen drinks, everyone must 
stop what is being done and give a toast, say 
ing “The king drinks!” (‘Le roi boit!") or 
“The queen drinks!” (La reine boit!”) 

Doherty's students had cupcakes instead 
of a galette, but a real feve from France was 
placed inside one of the cupcakes. The stu 
dents drank apple juice (instead of “vin 
blane,” white wine) and grape juice (instead 
of “vin rouge,” red wine). Kristen Chaisson 
found the feve and chose Chris Ouellette as 
her consort 

Along with staff members and administra 
tors involved in the interdisciplinary pro 
ject, the students had fun actively participat 
ing in and learning about this cultural aspect 
of life in France, said French teacher W. Dou 
glas Halsted

President Saddam Hussein was shrewd 
to invade Kuwait in August. As many 
as 30 percent of the Kuwaiti people 
take vacations out of the country to 
escape the summer heat, she said. One 
set of her grandparents was in Switzer 
land during the invasion and her other 
set is still in Kuwait 

When she heard the news of the 
invasion she was a summer-school stu 
dent at Boston University. She immedi 
ately called her mother and relatives in 
England 

“T was hysterical, they were hysteri 
cal. That was the way it stayed for 
many weeks. We didn’t know what was 
happening inside Kuwait,” she said 

She planned to return to Kuwait to 
finish her final year of high school at 
in English speaking international 
ittended, but nothing is a

Once Iraq declared Kuwait its 
province, Kuwaiti to travel 
between the two borders.

Her aunt in Kuwait took great risks 
every time she telephoned England to 
say she was all right. She also said she

The aunt told Ms, Al-Falah 's mother 
she’d witnessed rapes, beatings and 
executions in the streets of Kuwait. In 
one instance her aunt said she saw 
some-lraq: forces pull a woman’s car

“My aunt never wore the veil but 
she is veiled at this time simply 
because she is afraid,” Ms. Al-Falah 
said 

Kuwait is a very cosmopolitan coun 
try and the majority of Kuwaiti women 
dress in western styles rather than in 
head-to-toe robes traditionally worn by 
women in many Muslim countries, 
according to Ms. Al-Falah. She said her 
aunt restricts trips outside her home to 
only those that are necessary 

Her aunt said it was very common 
after the invasion for the Iraqi intelli 
gence and military to execute Kuwaitis 
in front of large crowds as warnings

The family didn’t hear any news 
about Ms. Al-Falah’s father for at least 
one month after the invasion. 

“IT kept calling and asking, ‘How's 
Dad? Have you heard from Dad?’” she 
said. 

Her mother tried to be brave for her 
sake, but as the days and weeks went 
by without any word from her father, 
she became more and more frightened 
for his safety. 

“When I got the Amnesty Interna 
tional report (documenting the vio 
lence and murders) I really freaked 
out,” said Ms. Al-Falah. 

“I thought at first that it was just an 
invasion. | had no idea what was really 
going on,” she said 


‘I feel guilty sometimes. I feel maybe I should be there. 
But at the same time I feel lucky that I am here at 
Andover. It’s very hard to think about both feelings.’

“Por two weeks, every night they 
put their cloths out to be ready to leave 
the next morning. Every day for two 
weeks something happened that forced 
them to stay.” 

Her father later told her that leaving 
Kuwait depended on the mood of the 
Iraqi soldiers guarding the borders 
She was told there were times when 
they. would allow Kuwaitis to pass into 


Saudi Arabia 

Her father obtained a forged pass 
port from a friend and he and the other 
man, who had dual citizenship and an 
appropriate passport, drove to the Sau 
di border. There they were stopped and 
searched, but finally they were allowed 
to pass. Ms. Al-Falah didn’t want to 
share too much information about her 
father’s escape for fear of retaliation 
against the friend who helped 

Ms. Al-Falah said she finds it “pre 
posterous” that Saddam Hussein is 
now linking the Israeli-Palestinian 
land-dispute issue to his invasion of 
Kuwait. She said Iraq has been a social 
ist nation for many years and Saddam 
Hussein always stressed a division 
between religion and state 

She believes that linking the 
Kuwaiti invasion and the Palestinian 
dispute over land with Israel is a des 
perate move by a desperate man look 
ing for support from the Arab world 

Ms. Al-Falah said she is disappoint 
ed by Jordan’s, Yemen's and Sudan's 
refusal to come out against Iraq and

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Health Board wins after 10 years 


By Don Staruk 

In what is being called a com 
prehensive and sweeping deci 
sion, the Superior Court of Mas 
sachusetts last week, after 10 
vears of litigation, upheld an 
Andover Board of Health deci 
sion that should strengthen wet 
lands protection throughout the 
state 

“It's a precedent setting deci 
sion for boards of health in Mas 
sachusetts,” Everett Penney, 
Andover’s health director, said 
Friday. 

The case involved a suit by 
three developers, seeking dam 
ages in excess of $1 million, who 
claimed the Board of Health had 
“taken” their land by refusing to 
issue septic system permits and 
to allow building on 17 lots, 
according to Mr. Penney. 

Andover’s Board of Health has 
a restriction requiring a greater 
distance between a septic system 
and a wetland boundary than 
even the state law because some 
of the town's wetlands are tribu 
taries to the town’s surface water 
supply such as Haggetts Pond 


and Fish Brook 

But the town’s restriction was 
enacted in 1980, after the three 
developers had bought their 
lands and began plans to build 
on the properties. They believed 
the restriction shouldn't apply to 
them. The Board of Health and 
the court disagreed. 

“The case is unique and prece 


dent setting in that the Board of 


Health regulation, for the first 
time in Massachusetts environ 
mental regulatory history, based 
the setback distance on town 
wetland maps as constructed by 
the local Conservation Commis 
sion,” a statement from Mr. Pen 
ney’s office said. 

The developers were DECA 
Corporation, for two lots on Mul 
berry Circle and three lots on 
Lowell Street; TDJ Corporation, 
for nine lots on Sugarbush Lane; 
and Kenney Equipment Inc., for 
three lots on Monahan Lane.

according to Mr. Penney. 
Buzz Stapezynski, town 
manager, praised the perse 
verance of the town employ 


ees involved to the Board of 


Selectmen Monday night. 

“Everett Penney and Jim 
Greer (conservation agent) 
have been involved in this 
from the beginning,” Mr. 
Stapezynski said. “A job well 
done.” 

“Mr. Penney called the 
case “historic” for public 
health and environmental 
protection at the local level. 

“It demonstrates that if a 
community perseveres by 
investing in its commitment

I have followed with interest your 
coverage of Andover’s recycling pro 
gram, including Virginia Cole’s recent 
article (Jan. 3), which summarized the 
program's success, This article reiter 
ated Andover’s policy that “Apartment 
complexes and businesses are left out 
of program.” Condominiums are also 
left out of this program 

I can understand the potential stress 
on the program that large quantities of 
paper and glass from these sources 
might bring. However, as a condomini 
um owner, an Andover taxpayer and 
an environmental professional whose 
concern doesn’t stop when I leave 
work, I was dismayed to discover last 
summer that house owners were 
issued special blue recycling bins, 
which resulted in my newspapers 
being left on the curb 

Prior to this action, | and a few other 
residents at my address were able to 
separate out our newspapers and bun 
dle them up for collection every two 
weeks. Although the town of Andover 
“incurs no cost from their waste dis 
posal,” it should be well understood 
that condominium owners as well as 
house owners are billed for property 
taxes, which pay for recycling as well 
as the other town programs 

Although I plan to investigate recy 
cling options which make financial 
sense for our condominium, [ believe 
that presently it is unfair to exclude 
individual condominium owners from 
participating in Andover’s paper and 
glass recycling program

Firefighters are 
asking for 
too much pay 


Editor, Townsman: 

After reading about the lawsuit 
against the town of Andover by the 
deputy fire chiefs and the subsequent 
letter to the editor from a firefighter, | 
felt compelled to write. (“Deputy fire 
chiefs file vs. town,” Dec. 20 
Townsman, page 49.) 

The contract giving firefighters 3 
percent more pay for holding a Class | 
or II license was simply a ploy to give a 
higher raise while deceiving taxpayers 
and other town employees. There is no 
reason whatsoever for this benefit 
because firefighters are exempt and 
may operate any fire vehicle on a Class 
Ill license. I am sure the negotiator for 
the town was aware of this. This bene 
fit is already costing taxpayers around 
$40,000 a year and could increase to 
around $50,000 if the deputies’ suit is 
successful 

Thousands of dollars could be saved 
in the fire department payroll if sick 
and vacation time was the same as for 
other town employees. Most town 
workers receive 15 sick days per year 
On an eight-hour day (40-hour week), 
this amounts to 120 hours per year. The 
fire department works a 42-hour week 
but for their 15 sick days, they receive 
a minimum of 150 hours to a maximum 
of 210 hours 

Realize also that these extra hours 
are filled with a replacement at time 


and one-half. Also, for each “week” 
vacation, they receive 48 hours (six 
hours extra per week). The town 


should follow the example of the feder 
al government and many private com 
panies by giving benefits by the hour

Stevens Street 
post office 
is a menace 


Editor, Townsman: 

The new location of the post office 
constitutes not only a menace to public 
safety, but indicates that the conve 
nience of the publie is secondary to 
political motivations 

As an apparent new resident of the 
community, though I resided at 18 Mor 
ton St. prior to World War I, my initial 
visit to the post office glaringly hit 
home that politics must have prevailed 
over paramount considerations for the 
public, domestic and commercial 

Reference is made not to the heavy 
flow of traffic on Stevens Street, 
ingress and egress, during the holi 
days, but the day-to-day vehicular pat 
terns. Traffic on both sides of Stevens 
Street is at a stand-still while patrons 
of the post office venture to enter or 
depart from the premises. From both 
ends of Steven Street vehicles impact 
both the entrance and exit to the facili 
ties. 

While the former post office on Main 
Street had outgrown its “breeches,” 
warranting a more spacious facility, 
public safety given equal consideration 
as to convenience. Offstreet metered 
parking was available and many fine 


shops were immediately available for 
procuring food and merchandise 

The municipality overall plan of 
land use and development character- 
izes prudent planning basically. The 
town has within its territorial limits an 
excellent balance of domestic-commer 
cial-industrial establishments provid 
ing a base for tax stabilization dis 
counting the inflation factor. The 
influx of new industries, largely non 
polluting, are strategically located indi 
cate selectivity by the planners provid 
ing employment generating payrolls of 
reasonable stability and a wide-range 
of shops for the purchase of basic 
essentials and quality merchandise. 

I do not place the onus of the present 
post office location on the town author 
ities, but on those individuals in high 
places in the federal government, leg 
islative, administrative, elected and 
appointed. Their primacy, in protest 
ing or not protesting the Stevens Streat 
post office reveals a candid considera 
tion for politics and not public safety 
convenience for the users, domestic 
commercial-industrial and post office 
personnel
